Marines   proud, cocky and 
just a thousand miles from 
Tokyo make their annual entry 
next Friday in the log they 
have been keeping for 169 years. 

For the historical year ending 
Nov. 10, they can write "Mis 
slon Accomplished" after Bou­ 
gainville in the Solomons; Tar­ 
awa In the Gilberts; Cape Glou­ 
cester on New Britain; Rol and 
Namur in the Marshalls; Balpan 
and Tlnian and Guam In the 
Marianas; and Poleliu and other 
assorted Islands In the Palau 
group.

In these 12 swift months, Ma­ 
rines have been the spearheads 
In performing what has been 
called by the Commandant, Lt. 
Gen. A. A. Vandcgrift, "The am­ 
phibious miracle of our time." 

Not all Marine activity last 
year was In the Pacific. They 
managed to get into the Euro­ 
pean scrap, too, by serving as 
gun crews on secondary batter­ 
ies aboard ships In both French 
Invasions. Another unit of 90 
men occupied three strategic Is­ 
lands off Marseilles and rounded 
up some 900 Nazi prisoners.

All these activities whether 
in the Pacific or the Atlantic  
whether: on large or small scale 
operations; whether bloody or I 
bloodless are in the tradition 
of this hard fighting, closely 
knit force which had its official I 
origin over a century and a half 
ago.

Shortly after Congress had 
approved the organizing of thi 
Marine battalions on Nov. 10 
1775, Captain Robert Mullin en 
listed the first recruits In Tun's 

ern in Philadelphia. These 
"boots" were promised six dol­ 
lars a month, a liberal daily ra­ 
tion of rum and plenty of ac­ 
tion.

"Action 1' has been a key word 
in the ensuing years of Marine 
history.
